Status of Medical, Dental and 
Veterinary Students under the 
Military Service Act. 


Sir,- 


I have the honour, by direction, to refer to Head~ 
quarters! Chreular Letter of the 25th october (H.Q. 393-8-103). 


The submission to Militia Council enclosed therein 
has been amended by replacing Para. 4 by the following:- 


4e In view of the foregoing, the Military Sub-Committee 
for the Administration of the Military Service act, 
has issued instructions to the Local Military Repre- 
sentatives that they should not oppose claim s for 
exemption made by or on behalf of Medical Students. 
Exemptions granted to them will under Military Sere 
vice Regulationg 44, be subject to the condition 
whether expressed in the Certificate or not, that 
the man concerned shall undergo such military exer~ 
cise and training as may with the approval of ths 
Head of the Institution at which such education or 
training is proceeding, be directed by the officer 
Commanding the Military Districtmk in which such [n- 
stitution is situated. 


5e It is therefore recommended that Medical Students 
granted exemption in accordance with the foregoing 
be formed into a CA.M.C., Reserve, under Military 
authority and subject to the following conditions;:- 


(a) They shall be liable to be called up in such 
numbers and at such times as military necossity may 
require. 


(b) They shall be taken on the strength of the Univ~ 
ersity 0.7.C., or in other definite way be given mil- 
itary training by the University under the authority 
of the General officer Commanding the District. 


(c) The Medical authorities shall provide with respect 
to each such student a certificate at the middle and 
end of each term to be forwarded to the General offic- 
or Commanding the District, stating whether or not the 
student is proceeding normally to the completion of 
the year's work in medicine and in military training. 
Failure to pass examinations or neglect of duty during 
term shall be sufficient cause for the man's being im- 
mediately called up.

(a) The above regulations shall apply for the present, 
only go those who are bona fide entered students in 


Medicine on the lst day of November, 1917.

Instructions re Exemptions 
And Deave of Absence 


Dear Sir; 


T have to direct your attention to letter 
amending the instructions already issued regarding the 
exemption of Medical, Dental and Veterinary Students by 
confining the allowance of claims for exemption of such 
students to those who have already completed their first 
year. 


In cases where Medical, Dental and Veterin- 
ary Students of the second, third, fourth and fifth years 
have been refused exemption by the tribunals and have been 
taken on the strength, conditional leave of absence, with- 
out pay, may be granted in accordance with the instructions 
already issued, on the recommendation of the Head of the 
Institution which they attend, in order to allow them to 
complete their course subject to their following whatever 
course in military training is established in the [Institut- 
ion and to their being available for military service when- 
ever called upon. 


In cases where Graduate Chemists have been re- 
fused exemption and have been taken on the strength, condit- 
ional leave of absence, without pay, may be granted, provided 
proof is submitted to the satisfaction of the District Leave 
Of Absence Board that their services are urgently required else- 
where in the national interests.
